Just a quarter mile from Hartsfield- 
Jackson Atlanta International Airport, the 
new Georgia International Convention 
Center, GICC, offers meeting planners a 
huge variety of options. 

The 150,000-square-foot Exhibit Hall, 
divisible into up to four separate halls, can fit 
up to 863 ten-by-tenfoot booths. Seventeen 
loading docks make moveins and move- 
outs much easier, and there is drive-in access 
for each hall, with a ceiling height of 32 feet. 


The GICC Ballroom, the largest in 
Georgia at 40,000 square feet, allows seated- 
dinner service for as many as 3,000 guests at 
once — last year the GICC hosted over 
300,000 people in July alone. The executive 
chef and his experienced staff use the state- 
ofthe-art Culinary Arts Center to create a 
high quality food service seldom experi 
enced in large meetings. The largest food 
event last year was the Airtran 10th 
Anniversary party, which had 4,500 people 
in attendance. 

HIGH LEVEL SECURITY AT ITS BEST 


Flexible walls allow the facility to accom- 
modate many-sized events and a sophisticat- 
ed, electronic access-control system - 
CyberLock, by Videx Inc. This system, which 
uses programmable locks and keys and fea- 
tures electronic auditing capabilities, 
enhances security and costs less to maintain 
than traditional keyed locks. 

The new GICC also tucks away a deluxe, 
high-level security Green Room for VIP 
guests, entertainers and dignitaries. It has 
already hosted such well known guests such 
as Attorney General John Ashcroft, singer 
Patti Labelle, and Art Linkletter, who have 
taken advantage of the Green Room’s his- 
anc-hers showers, Internet ports, top-of-the- 
line audiovisual elements or bar service. 


The GICC 


QUIET By DESIGN 

While it was being designed, the GICC’s 
proximity to the airport dictated much of 
the building’s structure. It had to be able to 
accommodate low-flying planes and _with- 
stand and buffet the noise from hundreds of 
daily take-offs and landings. 

Curves and circles are a pervasive theme, 
both inside and outside the building. The 
building had to have a lot of hard edges, pri- 
marily to make it soundproof, so a lot of cir- 
cular forms were added to soften them. 

PLEASING TO THE EYE 


The entrance to the new GICC has seven 
tall windsail sculptures fabricated in the 
same way that airplane wings are made, and 
inside the building, metal shapes play into 
the signage and the commissioned artwork. 

Inside the Ballroom circular patterns are 
repeated in the ceiling and in the swirling 
carpet underfoot and metal sculptures play 
off the materials of aviation. 


The GICC features extensive artwork, 
including brightly colored paintings, wall 
sculptures, glass vases and a series of black 
and white photography. “We've created a 
world-class facility with many cutting-edge 
and state-ofthe-art features, and that’s aes- 
thetically pleasing as well,” Austin says.
